The Great Lakes seamen 
ship companies say they intend to ‘‘fight to 
a finish’. It can be hoped that the ‘‘finish”’ 
will come quickly, bringing a mutually sat- 
isfactory settlement and the resumption of 
service. 

Otherwise several things are involved in 
a “fight to the finish’’—which would benefit 
no person or group of persons, would seri 
ously interfere with the national recovery 
and would prevent the keeping of our com- 
mitments abroad.

These figures, of course are based on 


highly reasonable assumption that both 
the birth and death rates of Canada 
will continue to decline as they did between 
1931 and 1939 and that no large scale immi- 
gration movement will enlarge them. 

In view of the fact that Europe faces a 
shrinkage in population, any hopes of any 
such immigration trend are somewhat in- 
Substantial. Indeed, the only countries in 
Europe likely to expand in population dur- 
ing the next 25 years are Soviet Russia, 
Romania and Yugoslavia. Leaving Russia 
out of the calculations, the whole of Europe 
will reach its maximum population by 1970 
and then to decline. In some European 
countries, period of shrinkage will come 
sooner,

One feature deserves some clari.- 
fication. The Communist-dominated 
Polish government has been putting 
out anti-British propaganda about 
General Anders’ Second Polish 
Corps in Italy. It has been repeat- 
edly asserted that the British have 
discouraged these Poles from re- 
turning and a great grievance has 
been made of the whole business. 

In reality it is very doubtful if 
the Polish government genuinely 
wants all these Poles to return. If 
they did there was a simple course 
they could have followed—namely 
to accord them good treatment. If 
those who returned had written en 
couraging letters to their hesitant 
comrades, many of these might 
have decided two go back too. But 
accounts coming out of Poland, not 
wicked British propaganda, have 
been the determining factor in the 
Gecision of a large majority to risk 
the hazards of starting life again in 
a strange country. 


But it has not been only by let- 
ters that Poles have been able to 
judge. Three or four hundred Poles 


each week from Po- 
often spend months, 
trudging across Germany or 
Czechoslovakia, to escape what they 
consider the intolerable harshness 
of life under the present Polish 
government,
